-Jail, suicide? The accused disappeared. REYNOLDS -wants to 
testify - but has not been invited. 

LAME accused the FBI, the Secret Service and Dallas 
police for failing to do the job of protecting the President. 
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It was also a sloppy Job of Investigation yet WARREN must rely 
on these sources of information for his Judgement. 

LANE described why the Commission wa3 formed Senator 
RUSSELL wanted to stop public hearings by Congress etc. He had 
President JOHNSON choose all the men. WARREN did not want to 
lead commission. 

Legally he has ruled himself out of an appeal by 
JACK RUBY to Supreme Court.
